MORE DYNAMITE. 


THE 
PARLIAMENT B llL D IX G S IN 


LONDON BADLY AVRECKED. 


Thirty-four 
Persons 
Hurt — The 
City 
Terrorized—Nar­ 
row Escapes. 


[S/.TCRDAY’S TELEGRAMS TO THE EECOBD-VNION.] 


L o n d o n , January 24th.— At ten minutes 
past 2 o'clock to-day a violent explosion 
occurred in the Houses o f Parliament. The 
report was heard in Downing street and 
great excitement at once prevailed, and 
enormous crowds are assembled at the 
scene of the explosion. 
W hile the excite­ 
ment was at its hight. and the crowd was 
densely packed in the streets leading to the 
Parliament Houses, a report came that the 
W hite Tower had been blown up. 
This 
raised the excitement of the people to a 
fever heat, and immediately the air was 
filled with the wildest rumors. It was soon 
ascertained that there were two explosions 
instead of one, as at first supposed, at the 
Parliament Houses. The secoml came about 
three minutes after the first, one near the 
House o f Commons and the other at West­ 
minster H all. 
One man was arrested near 
the s< ?ne o f the explosion. 


V H E R E TH E EX PLO SIO N S OCCURRED. 
Saturday being the usual visiting day at 
the Houses of Parliament, the buildings 
contained a great number of sightseers at 
the time of the explosions. 
The first ex­ 
plosion occurred in the crypt of W estm in­ 
ster H a ll; the second took place in the 
strangers’ gallery in the House o f Com­ 
mons. 
Im m ediately before the first ex­ 
plosion a lady visitor, who was alone and 
about to enter the buildings, beckoned to a 
policeman and called his attention to a 
package lying upon the steps outside the 
crypt. 
The policeman picked up the pack­ 
age carelessly, not suspecting anything, and 
went out with it into Westminster Hall. 
He no sooner reached the hall than the 
package exploded. This explosion knocked 
the 
policeman 
down 
and 
injured 
him seriously, and his case is considered 
critical. 
Its force also, knocked down two 
other policemen standing in the vicinity and 
stunned them. A lady and gentleman near 
the officer who had the package were also 
prostrated. The great window over the main 
entrance o f W estminster H all was smashed 
to atoms and all the side windows blown 
out. 
In the interior of the House o f Com­ 
mons. upon the floor, the only seat dam­ 
aged by the explosion was that which 
Gladstone occupied. 
A chip was torn oft’ 
the top of the Speaker’s chair. 
The ex­ 
plosion caused a panic among the visitors. 
Those who were in the House of Commons 
fled 
precipitately. 
Many 
ladies 
were 
bruised and crushed. 
The second explo­ 
sion in Hie Parliament buildings occurred 
three minutes later, and was far more de­ 
structive 
The dynam ite which caused 
the second explosion must 
have been 
placed under the Peers' gallery on the left 
side. 
Little hope is entertained of the sur­ 
vival of the wounded policeman. 
The 
force o f the explosion was such that one 
man was blown three hundred yards from 
the point of the explosion. 
The lobby of 
the House of Commons was completely 
demolished. 


E X TE N T OF T H E D AM AGE. 
The prevalent belief is that the destruc­ 
tive agent was conveyed into the House of 
Commons by some of the Saturday visitors. 
Fuller investigation shows that t lie extent 
of the damage is much greater than at first 
supposed. 
The western extrem ity o f the 
house is a total wreck. 
There is now 110 
doubt but that the explosive was placed 
under the Peers’ gallery, on the Govern-, 
rnent side of the house. 
All the woodwork 
in that part of the building was shattered, 
and a wide hole made through t lie floor. The 
gallery was displaced, ami even the solid 
stonework of the doorways was either pul­ 
verized or shifted from their position; 
every pane of glass was smashed to atoms, 
and the gallery benches overturned and 
broken. 
The gallery was generally dis­ 
mantled and the glass roof ol the House of 
Commons was completely shattered. 
The 
clock 111 the House stopped at precisely 2:15 
p. m . 
A heavy beam which formed one of 
the supports of the gallery, was projected 
into the Speaker's chair, seriously injuring 
it. 
Gladstone's seat was torn to pieces. 
Immense damage was done in the lobby, 
the masonry, decorations and sculpture 
were utterly destroyed. 
The place is de­ 
scribed as literally blown to pieces. 
The 
shock was felt in Pall Mall, and persons in 
the vicinity say the very earth shook. 
The following is another account of the 
explosion at Westminster H a ll: The explo­ 
sion at Westminster was more disastrous 
than at first anticipated. 
Four persons 
were badly injured, including two police­ 
men fatally wounded. 
A lady who was in 
the hall and spied the infernal machine 
called the attention o f policeman Cole. 011 
duty at the time, to it. 
Officer Cole rushed 
to the spot, seized the machine and at­ 
tempted to extinguish the fuse, but "'as not 
quick enough. 
The fuse burned so rapidly 
and closed so quickly upon t lie machine 
that the officer dropped it, and an explosion 
followed almost immediately after. 
One- 
half of the hall was wrecked. 
The explo­ 
sion in the lobby of the House of Com­ 
mons occurred three minutes latter. 
It 
came from directly under the strangers' 
gallery, and dose to the scat usually occu­ 
pied by Bradlaugh when visiting the Com­ 
m ons/ 


T H E TO W ER E X PLO SIO N . 
The reports concerning the explosion at 
London Tower were soon confirmed. 
The 
attack o f the dynamiters was made upon 
the W hite Tower, which was fairly filled 
with visitors at the time, and most, if not 
all, of those hurt were m oving about in the 
TovVer at the time of the explosion. 
A 
large number of persons were injured and 
the building badly shattered. 
A ll the per­ 
sons known to have been injured were 
visitors. 
The police, the moment they 
realized the nature o f the explosion, effect­ 
ually barred all egress from the Tower and 
grounds, and arc now subjecting every per­ 
son detained to the most rigid search, upon 
the theory that the attack was perpetrated 
by some person or persons inside the prem­ 
ises. 
Surgeons were promptly summoned 
to the assistance of the wounded, who are 
receiving all the attention practicable. The 
investigation made leatls to the conclusion 
that the explosives used in the attack on 
the Tower were handled by persons who 
gained access to the structure as sightseers. 
The ruins also show that the explosives 
were operated from a point somewhere oh 
the inner htt-tioii or in the esplanade near­ 
est to the Tham es Tower. 
It turns out 
that the police were tum sually prompt and 
successful in placing their embargo upon 
all egress from the Tower grounds. 
But 
few persons had left when the embargo was 
ordered. 
Extra guards were at once posted 
about the walls, and every person within 
them subjected to personal examination. 
Another account of the explosion at the 
Tower gives the following details: 
The 
scenes in and around the Tower arc inde­ 
scribable. 
Several children are among the 
injured, and their pale faces, bloody heads 
and broken limbs roused the great crowd 
congregated in the vicinity to frenzy, and 
yells are heard on every side to lynch the 
villains and roast the fiends. 
A ll the visit­ 
ors are still detained in the Tower, and will 
he kept there until their antecedents are 
thoroughly inquired into. 
Colonel Majcn- 
die, Chief Inspector o f Explosives, in an 
interview this afternoon, said tlie explosion 
was due to nitro-glycenne compounds pre­ 
cisely similar to those used in the previous 
outrages in this city. 
H e believed that a 
woman had charge of tiie explosive appa­ 
ratus at Westminster H all and in the lobby 
of the House oí Commons. 


A R R EST O F SUSPECTED PERSONS. 
A clue to the perpetrators o f the outrage, 
i! is thought, has been discovered. 
Just 
before the explosion occurred a man and 
woman, the latter carrying a handbag, en­ 
gaged a cab outside tiie Parliament yard 
and drove rapidly away, giving no direc­ 
tions as to their destination. They had not 
gone far when the explosion happened. 
Tiie cabman, hearing this, stopped the cab, 
and the man and woman at once leaped 
out and hastened quickly from the spot. 
The cabman went in pursuit of the runa­ 
ways, and ihe pair were soon overtaken 
and arrested by the police. 
Alt Irishman giving the name o f Cun­ 
ningham. but who has been known as 
Dalton and Gilbert, was found among the 
visitors detained for scrutiny after the ex­ 
plosion at the Tower. 
H e had recently 
come from America, and being unable to 
give a satisfactory explanation o f visiting 


the Tower he was taken into custodv and 
conveyed to the police cells at W hitechapel, 
where he will be detained until able to give 
a clearer account o f himself. 
A long con­ 
ference was held this evening at Scotland 
Yard between Sir W illiam Vernon ilar- 
court and the principal experts of the Po­ 
lice Department. 
No additional arrests 
have been made. 


T H E TO W ER NOT B A D L Y DAM AGED. 
Later reports show that the first stories 
about the damage to the W hite Tower were 
soraewliat exaggerated. 
The W hite Tower 
building was not destroyed. 
It is now said 
that the structure was not very seriously 
injured. 
These later reports tend to some­ 
what allay public excitement. 
!i‘ the ex­ 
plosion really demolished the W hite Tower 
the result must have been immensely more 
serious, for part of the building is used us 
an armory at the present for the storage • ff 
ritles, and often of large quantities of 
ammunition. 
This fact makes the popular 
indignation against the perpetrators of 
outrage indescribable. 
The Tower was fairly filled with visito’ ? 
at the moment the explosion occurred. 
Many persons were Seriously injured, due 
man had his legs mashed; another had an 
car completely severed front his head. 
Tw o were taken to the hospital, where 
their wounds have been carefully drcs^cdt 
At 7:30 p . m. excited crowds are still about 
the Tower, ami cries for vengeance con­ 
tinue on every side. 
The throng o f people 
about the Parliament building is as great 
as ever, and therefore tumultuous with ex­ 
citement. 
O f the two persons arrested 
immediately after the explosion as they 
were hurrying away front Westminster, 
the man is middle-aged, somewhat above 
the medium hight and describes him self 
as a < 'anadian seafarer and part owner of a 
vessel. The police, convinced of hi? inno­ 
cence, released him . 
The locality o f the 
explosion in the House o f Commons is 
always in deep shadow, being directly 
under the gallery, and the person who de­ 
posited the dynamite was thus much less 
likely to attract notice than in almost any 
other part of the House. 
Count Yon Minister, German Minister »o 
England, and the Lord Mayor of London, 
visited the scene of the explosion at the 
Tower this morning. 
It lias been ascer­ 
tained that the crown jewels and regalia, 
which had been for a long time deposited 
in the Tower, were undamaged. The noise 
o f the explosion was preceded by a blind­ 
ing flash, followed by great clouds o f dust. 
Additional guards were placed to-night 
around the Tower, ihe Parliament House, 
and tí! 1 public buildings. 
One of the most singular effects o f the 
explosion at the W hite Tower was noted in 
the discovery that the concussion displaced 
the great stone which lay over the tomb o f 
the nephews of Richard III., and exposed 
the coffins in which their dust reposes. 


H AVO C IN A N A R M O R Y . 
About sixty visitors were in the W hite 
Tower at the time of the explosion. 
The 
explosive agent was deposited in what is 
known as the banqueting hall. 
This hall 
is now used as an armory, ami in it were 
stored large numbers o f Martini rifles, 
which were destined to be shortly issued to 
volunteers. 
It was behind a rack of these 
that the deadly compound was placed. The 
dynamite played i(? maddest freaks with 
the rifles. 
Many of them were twisted into 
the most eccentric shape- imaginable, and 
their distorted forms scattered about the 
apartment in a marvel o f confusion. 
A ll 
the glass and other fragile articles in the 
hall were smashed out o f all semblance of 
their former selves. A large hole was crushed 
through the tloor at the spot where the 
dynamite was placed, and directly overhead 
a sim ilar hole was blown through the roof. 
The woodwork was set on fire by the ex­ 
plosion, but before any serious damage had 
been done by the flames they were extin­ 
guished. 
A ll the persons arrested during 
the afternoon on suspicion o f being im pli­ 
cated in to-day’s crime were released this 
morning, there being no facts against them 
sufficient to warrant keeping them in cus­ 
tody. 
The police are completely non­ 
plussed. 
They are incapable of even form­ 
ing a theory, and appear to be dazed at 
their own inefficiency ;<> prevent such out­ 
rages or discover their perpetrators when 
they have been committed. 


TH E T H E O R Y OF T H E LON DON PO LICE. 
The favorite theory o f the police is that 
tlit: dynam ite which caused the explosion* 
: n Westminster H all, the House of Coin- 
nons and the Tower was carried to the 
place in each case concealed under the 
long cloak of a woman, whose appearance 
was thus made to 
resemble that 
o f a 
woman about to become a mother. 
A 
wom an in whom this appearance was very 
[noticeable, was seen among the visitors at 
the Tower this afternoon shortly before the 
[explosion occurred. 
She was escorted by a 
tall man with a m ilitary air. 
Neither of 
them could he found after the gates were 
closed after the explosion and when the 
visitors came to he searched. It is supposed 
tiie woman and her escort escaped during 
the rush that occurred just after the explo­ 
sion and before the gates were closed. The 
Í'impotent action of the police is generally 
-ridiculed. 
An intense anti-Irish feeling 
w as caused b y the outrage, and it seems 
certain to unfavorably affect Irishmen em­ 
ployed or seeking employment in England. 
Vigilance committees and anti-Irish leagues 
of employers are talked of. 
It is estimated 
.hat according to the course and energy of 
the explosive employed—in the House of 
' '01111110ns. if the House had been in session 
Gladstone, Sir W illiam Vernon Harcourt, 
'Charles Bradlaugh and 200 other members 
•would have been killed. 
The search of the 
visitors at the Tower after the explosion oc­ 
cupied four hours. 


a~\- a n g ry po pu l a c e. 
Popular indignation ran so high, and the 
clamor of the crowd for some one upon 
whom to wreak vengeance for the awful 
crimes o f the afternoon was so insatiate, 
that persons arrested on suspicion narrowly 
escaped 
lynching when set 
at liberty. 
W herever men congregate, at the clubs, 
coffee-houses, hotels, on 
the 
street, at 
home, in fact everywhere, the one topic of 
conversation throughout London, through­ 
out the Fnited Kingdom, this evening, has 
been this last instance of the dynamiters’ 
devilish m alignity. 
Remarkable force was 
shown by the explosion in Westminster 
Ilall in a downward direction. Holes were 
scooped in the ground large enough to hold 
a man. 
into one of tjie holes so formed 
constable Cox was violently thrown, and 
from it was extricated in a bruised and 
battered condition. 
Two other policemen 
near the point o f the explosion arc not so 
seriouslv hurt, but they were thoroughly 
stunned by the concussion. 
A further in­ 
spection of the locality o f the explosion in 
the House of Commons shows the flooring 
was driven clear through to the basement, 
the floors through the building w ere.lit­ 
tered with debris of broken chandeliers, 
glass and other objects o f a fragile nature, 
(tas fixtures were wrecked and it was im ­ 
possible for Colonel Majendie, Chief of the 
Department of Explosives, to continue ids 
investigations for lack of proper illum ina­ 
tion. The damage, however, will not delay 
the assembling of Parliament, as everything 
can he easily repaired before the day for 
meeting arrives. 


T H E 
IN JU R ED . 
The number o f those injured b y the ex­ 
plosions is as follow? : At the Tower, G in­ 
jured seriously, 14 slightly ; at the Parlia­ 
ment building. 4 seriously and 10 slightly. 
The worst injuries were received liy Con­ 
stable? Cox and Cole, and a civil engineer 
named Edwin Gran, visiting tlie building. 
Cox and Cole are still unconscious, and 
their recovery is hopeless. 
Over one hundred visitors were in the 
House o f Commons when the explosion 
occurr"d in W estminster H all. 
Most of 
them rushed out of the building to ascer­ 
tain the cause of the report, and thus many 
lives were saved. 
The news of the intro­ 
duction in the Am erican Congress o f a hill 
by Senator Edmunds to prevent and punish 
dynamite conspiracies in the United States 
has had the effect of turning aside the bit­ 
terness of feeling against Am erica which 
had been engendered by the explosion. 
The l'< tV i l a l l G a z e tte summarizes its ac­ 
count of the explosion in the House of 
Commons in 
the 
following 
language: 
‘•Thus the whole o f the interior of the 
House of Commons presents a remarkable 
scene of devastation. 
Although there is a 
great litter, everything m ay be put to right 
within a week's time. 
Nothing is more 
surprising about the "’hole dastardly out­ 
rage than its utter failure to effect any sub­ 
stantial injury.” 
Passengers on all the steamers which left 
Dover for France this afternoon and even­ 
ing were searched, in the hope o f finding 
some perpetrators of the London outrage, 
but the search proved fruitless. 
T h e N ew s In P aris. 
P a ris , January 24tli.— The news of the 
dynamite explosions in London has caused 


an enormous sensation, especially among 
the English and German sojourners in this 
city. 
The English Embassy has been be­ 
sieged throughout the evening by anxious 
inquirers after the latest details. Tin1 news 
dispatches from London were posted in the 
main reception-room as fast as received, 
and ¡lie bulletin boards were constantly 
surrounded. Lord Lyons could not be seen 
tills evening, but so far as could be learned 
front the attaches o f the Legation there i? 
110 suspicion that the Fenians in Paris, of 
whom Janies Stephens is the leader, were 
connected with the plot. 
A special inves­ 
tigation has been ordered in this city. 
V. h u t is T h o u g h t o f th e A ffair in AVu-Ai- 
in g to n . 


W a s h i n g t o n . January 2 ith.— When the 
news of the London explosion reached the 
IIou?c of 
Representatives the members 
were disposed to doubt its authenticity. On 
its confirmation, however, they eagerly 
sought such information as was attainable. 
" litis ¡? becoming a serious thing, 
said 
one, "an d it must receive such attention 
and action 
i:? sernaisiicss desi rvcs.” 
Representative l'inerty -m in the Hi use 
lobby v. i.ci’ the news was first announced 
to him. 
"O H o u rse it v il 
be ¡aid to the 
Irish, 
he said, " hut NiiiiiGts mav be in 
Louth‘li as they 
re :n the , ,i 1 es tq K:;-*ia. 
One or two members were disposed to ex­ 
hibit a degree of timidity, and remarked: 
" W ! it : .ni attempt were made to biow tip 
the li 'itse of Representatives, where would 
we be .’” 
A Democratic member sa id : 
“ Dynamite is being used too promts* mus­ 
ic. 
In C h icag o it has been found, and now 
its force is felt in the English Parliament, 
l ’ut what can ho done? 
England should 
use the most decisive measures to discover 
tiie perpetrators of the deed, and should 
hang every one found guilty— man 
or 
wom an.” 
T he Senators received the early new? of 
the explosion ¡11 London with incredulity. 
Several o f them sent to the Associated 
Press offices to make inquiries about 
and 
being assured that the reports were com er, 
much anxiety was displayed to know the 
details. 
Reports, a? fast as they were re­ 
ceived. were sent to the Senate, which was 
in secret session. 
It i? understood that the 
dynam ite bill introduced by .■senator Ed­ 
munds was prepared at the State Depart­ 
ment. and, o f course, before tlie tidings of 
to-day's explosion reached Washington. 
I11 the Senate Edmunds submitted a hill 
directed against 
the 
manufacturers 
or 
handlers of dynamite or oilier explosives 
meant for the destruction of public c>r 
private pmperty in this or foreign c '.nitric-, 
m aking such manufacture or handling a 
felony. 
The bill, it is understood, was 
drawn at the State Department some time 
ago. 
The Senators in secret session are re­ 
ported to have expressed their abhorrence 
of the crime in the most emphatic terms. 
During the executive session Senator Bay­ 
ard introduced the following resolution ; 
-1.;. T hat the Senate ot the United Stnt' ? 
has heard w ith indignation and profound -ar­ 
row o f th e attem pt to d -troy the Houses oi I’nr- 
liam ent an d other public buildings in Loud *11. 
and hereby expresses its horror an d detestation 
of such m onstrous crim e? against civilization. 
Consideration (if the resolution was post­ 
poned until Monday to enable the Senate 
to receive fuller information upon the sub­ 
ject matter. 


AN IR ISH M A N ’S V IE W S. 
Representative P. A . Collins, of Massa­ 
chusetts, ex-Prosidont of the Irish National 
Land League, who is perhaps the most pro­ 
minent citizen of Irish birth in this coun­ 
try, is a member of the House Judiciary 
Committee. 
W hen asked by your corre­ 
spondent to-night what he thought of the 
explosion, he said : " O f course we arc all 
startled by the news. 
My fear is that the 
British public may be so exasperated by 
these explosions that they will blindly re­ 
venge them upon tlie whole Irish body, as 
they came near doing at the time of the 
Phnjtiix Park matter. I hope that m y fears 
will not he realized, and that the work of a 
few will not he charged to the race. 
Who 
arc they? 
1 do not know, and have 111 
means of knowing, 
l f i t . b e an Interna­ 
tional movement it bodes danger to al­ 
most all intrenched in authority for the 
near future. 
If merely Irish it can he 
easily understood. 
The course o f England, 
in seeking against nature and 
reason, 
against human experience and the phih ?o- 
phv oi history, to make the Irish English 
and subject to England has borne its fruit. 
The mass of the Irish, 
wi;b marvelous 
patience, have protested and home tht load, 
and under Parnell are striving by peace­ 
fulness to throw it off. 
A small nit nber, 
impatient of delay, stung by abuse, pin 11 re­ 
am! 
oppression, 
rendered h alf 
insane

New Y o rk , January 24th.— The Tower of 
London is situated on the east side of the 
Thames, and it derives the name o f “ \\ bite 
Tower" from the fact that W illiam the 
Conqueror finished the work, which was 
originally begun by Julius Cesar. 
It was 
as far back as 107s when W illiam took the 
task in hand, and it was not completed until 
101G. At that era the W hite Tower loomed 
up supremely and took tiie place o f the 
towers o f the city, which included some of 
the walls which were washed away by an 
overflow of tiie Thames. 
The tower now 
known as the W hite Tower was frequently 
used by Ilc-nry III. as a residence, 
it oe- 
cupies an area of thirteen acres and is sur­ 
rounded by a moat, which was constructed 
iu llfrj and which has built behind it a 
double row of buildings, or other towers 
and fortifications. 
To better explain the place, the " W alks 
of London,” by Augustus F. C. Hare, is 
quoted from. 
Sneaking

Tower, he says : " There is a glorious view 
from the lead? on the sum m it of the W hite 
Tower. 
Greenwich is visible 011 a fine 
day. 
It was here that K ing John impris­ 
oned the beautiful Maad. daughter of Fifr- 
walter of Baynard Castle.

her public buildings. 
Those who conduct 
these operations must have a very narrow 
conception of English character, if they 
suppose th e B ritish are to be frightened bv 
„ such means into tempering legislation for 
Ireland, or in recognizing her independ­ 
ence. 
On the contrary, the patience of the 
English will turn to fury, and revenge 
will become the order of the dav. England 
is Mill a m onarchy; 
the power of the 
crown is latent rather than departed, and it 
is not at all w ithout the range of possibility 
that Ireland and the Irish may yet be 
made to suffer in a m anner few have anv 
adequate idea of. 
It is a hardship that 
punishm ent should be visited upon the 
Irish people a- a class, for the acts of a 
few radicals, for we cannot believe that 
the best Irish thought for a moment gives 
countenance to these murderous schemes.

Reformation is not 
accomplished by m aking war upon women 
and children, and the dynam ite policy ex­ 
poses the innocent and helpless especially, 
to death or mangling. 
It 
voices the 
most brutal of sentim ents, and 
is 
a 
manifestation of the most depraved of 
hum an methods. 
There is every reason 
to believe that these schemes to terrorize 
London 
and 
English 
cities are, 
in 
part, 
concocted 
in 
this 
country, 
and 
we 
have 
something 
to answer 
for in 
perm itting, as 
we 
have, the 
miserable cut-throats of the O'lfonovan 
Rossa stripe to keep a footing upon our 
soil. 
This is an “ asylum for the oppressed, 
and a refuge for the down-trodden." 
The 
conventional phra<e is not a mere platitude. 
B ut coupled w ith this right of asylum is 
th e obligation of decent behavior. 
These 
plotting assassins claim to lie carrying on 
a “ war," on the ground th at a state of war 
has for many years existed between Ireland 
and England, and is still m aintained. 
Fallacious as this theory is—not to -ay 
silly— it may lie accepted for the purpose 
of compelling these brutes to observance 
of the laws of neutrality on the one hand, 
and of the rules of warfare on the other.

or operated, and by.w hich j>ossible fraud 
and stealing are reduced to th e minimum. 
W e are justified in the suspicion th at the 
K inne protest is one o f th e obstacles ene­ 
mies of the am endm ent are placing in the 
patli of the Board. As the R ecord-U xion 
long since held, it has now been decided 
that the Board may adopt compilations br­ 
others than its own members; may p u r­ 
chase copyrights, and may avail of the 
very best scholarship o f th e world. 
It has 
three and a h alf years in which to do this 
work. 
If it is not well done, it will 
he 
the

Legislature manifests a willingness to do 
its duty, and to act under the advice of the 
Board. 
A few country papers and the in­ 
evitable book ring are placing obstacles in 
the way and suggesting all m anner of ills 
to result from carrying out the amendm ent 
in its true spirit. 
This business is not to 
he conducted upon conjecture, and the 
speculative fears of non-progressionists, 
obstructionists, and interested boek rings, 
but upon a plane of advancement, econ­ 
omy and a near approach to the highest 
possible attainm ent in the m atter of school 
text-books. 
It is in order to question the 
motive of any man who, at this late day, 
seeks to defeat or delay the operation of 
tiie amendment, since the tim e for that 
was before 'th e day of election.

T h e St. J o h n -C la rk so n C on troversy. 


D es M o in e s. January 25th —J. S. Clark­ 
son was asked last night if he had any 
further answ er to St. Jo hn 's recent extended 
statem ent, or any reply to the fifty ques­ 
tions recently propounded by Chairm an 
Finch of the Prohibition National Comm it­ 
tee. Clarkson replied that the public m ust 
be tired of the controversy in newspaper 
form. 
In the course of a quite lengthy 
interview that ensued, he said if the charges 
against St. Joint are false, there is not a 
Court or ju ry in Christendom w ho w ill not 
vindicate him and heavily and harshly pun­ 
ish "those who brought the charges. 
Mr. 
Clarkson also stated that St. John lias pre­ 
sented no letter of vindication from Senator 
Plum b ami has failed to censure Legate 
even in the* mildest degree. 
" I have not 
seen Mr. F inch’s questions,’’ said Clarkson, 
"a n d have no controversy w ith Finch." 
Subsequently Clarkson rem arked that, in 
the nature of tilings, Finch was the last 
m an whom St. John would have told of 
any attem pt to sell to the Republicans, add­ 
ing : 
" St. John m ight as well have told 
B arnum or Gorham of the Democratic Na­ 
tional Committee, and w hat is the use of 
Ml*.

T h e L on d on E x p lo sio n s—F u rth sr D eta ils. 
London. January 25th.—The west end of 
W estm inster H all is full uf wieckage, 


caused by yesterday's explosion. The de­ 
struction cif the magnificent stained w in­ 
dow at the end of the hall is greatly 
lam ented. 
It is believed that one of the 
conspirators entered the crvpt. passing a 
policeman at the entrance, and deposited 
the infernal m achine at the bottom of the 
steps. 
The policeman removed the parcel 
w hich exploded, m aking a hole in the floor 
three feet in diam eter, tw isting the iron 
railings, and sm ashing the iron and lead 
work of all the windows in the hall. The 
policem an's hair was singed and his face 
burned. 
His clothing was torn from his 
body by the force of the explosion. 
H e is 
still alive, but no hope is entertained of his 
recovery. The m an and woman who drove 
from the Parliam ent building immediately 
before the explosion, and who were arrest­ 
ed on suspicion, have been liberated, the 
evidence being insufficient to hold them . 
The foundation of the hall is uninjured, 
but the roof is badly damaged. 
The bases 
of the statues of W illiam IV. and George 
IV., which were overturned, arc greatly in ­ 
jured. 
A SURVEY OF T1IÉ SCENE. 


L o n d o n , January 25th.—An inspection 
of Parliam ent Buildings to-day showed 
that excepting the beautiful window over­ 
looking the staircase at the south end of 
W estm inster H all, scarce a pane of g la s s 
escaped destruction. 
The foundations of 
the buildings were badly shaken. 
The 
roof of the crypt, in spite of its massive 
strength, was greatly damaged, rilts being 
visible here and there. The floor of the 
House of Commons presents a strange 
spectacle, being covered w ith heaps of 
massive fragments. The elaboiatoly-oarved 
oaken wall behind the seats beneath the 
gallery was completely throw n down, and 
the flooring of the strangers' and Speaker's- 
galleries 
is 
so 
torn 
up 
that it 
is 
deemed unsafe to venture across; but the 
Peers' gallery suffered the most damage. 
The side galleries and the reporters' gallery 
were not injured. T he parcel which caused 
the first explosion was wrapped in brown 
cloth, and was two feet long by one font 
wide. A gentlem an com plains that the 
shock of the explosion broke one of his 
blood vessels. * 
» 
The Queen sent a telegram to-day. in­ 
quiring as to the condition of the injured 
policemen, Cox and Cole, 
A reply was 
sent, stating that both were progressing 
faxorubly. The greatest indignation pre­ 
vails throughout the provinces. The ex­ 
plosions were referred to and denounced iti 
all the churches-to-day. 


INCIDENTS OF TIIE AFFAIR. 
L o n d o n , January 25th.—C. S. Read, a 
m em ber of the House of Commons, who 
to-day inspected the locality of the explo­ 
sion in the Parliam ent buildings, ,savs the 
damage is im mense, and it will take m onths 
to repair the injury. 
Thousands visited tiie scene to-day, but 
were not allowed to enter the buildings. 
Tem porary repairs have been ordered, 
to allow the House of Commons to meet 
February 10th. 
Stricter regulations in regard to the ad­ 
mission of visitors will he taken in the 
future. 
The policemen who were on duty at the 
entrance to the Parliam ent building Satur­ 
day state that they exam ined tlie parcels 
of all visitors that day, w ithout discovering 
anything of a suspicious character, and that 
nobody carrying a parcel like the one de­ 
scribed as containing tlic explosive was 
seen to enter the building. 
, 
Lady Erskine and her children had a 
narrow escape from injury. They were 
lunching in the Deputy Sergeant-at-Arms’ 
dining-room , w hich is situated in St. Ste­ 
phen's porch. 
The door of the room was 
hurst open by the force of the explosion, 
and the center panel of another door was 
shattered. 
A m an servant was blown 
across the room and the children greatly 
terrified. 
The utm ost precautions are being taken 
to protect the public buildings, especially 
the G overnm ent offices, general lVstuffice 
and railway stations, and suspicious trav­ 
elers are narrowly watched. 
Search parties 
to-day inspected all the public buildings 
from top to bottom. 
The Press Association has inform ed the 
Government that it has received a letter 
inclosing a plan of operations contem plated 
by the dynam iters, and furnishing descrip­ 
tions of active mem bers of the dynam ite 
faction. 
Several 
im portant 
buildings 
which have hitherto escaped, were, accord­ 
ing to the above-mentioned letter, included 
in the scheme of destruction. 
Steamers arriving at British ports are 
subjected to a m inute search, in order to 
prevent the im portation of dynam ite into 
the Kingdom. 
The H am burg steamers are 
especially watched. 
Une m an was arrested to-day in connec­ 
tion w ith the explosion at the Tower of 
London. 
H e was taken to Scotland Yard 
and examined, and 
will probably 
he 
charged at the Bow-street Police 
Court 
to-morrow. 
The opinion is generally expressed that 
the tim e has arrived to put on a pressure 
upon the United States Government to 
stop the operations of the dynam iters. 
Among the visitors to the Parliam ent 
building to-day were the M arquis of Lome 
and Princess Louise, the Duke of Cam­ 
bridge, the M arquis of H arrington and 
several other Cabinet Ministers, and num ­ 
erous mem bers of the H ouse of Commons. 
'Cox and Cole, the injured policemen, 
have recovered sufficiently to m ake a >tate- 
ment. 
It is stated that the police found 
near the spot where the first explosion oc­ 
curred an article of a peculiar nature, 
w hich they decline to describe. 
It is be­ 
lieved this article will furnish a clue to the 
guilty persons. 
Inspector D enning says that on hearing 
the second explosion he ran to the spot, 
and saw not a soul in the place. 
The en­ 
trance was blocked by debris. H e noticed 
a sm ell of sulphur and gunpowder. 
Cox and Cole, it is believed, furnished 
certain descriptions w hich will lead to in­ 
quiries that may result in the discovery of 
tiie authors of the outrage. 
Colonel Majendie to-day made an inspec­ 
tion of the explosion at the Tower of Lon­ 
don, as well as the chaos would permit. 
The 
M artini 
rifles, 
w hich 
had 
been 
hurled from their stands, remained in 
confused heaps on the floor, and rendered 
impossible 
a 
near 
approach 
to the 
exact spot w here the explosion occurred. 
The scene will he photographed to-mor­ 
row. 
Colonel Magende says he is satisfied 
that dynam ite was 
used to cause the 
explosion. 
H e says about four or live 
pounds of tiie explosive, properly com­ 
pressed. would only m easure lour or five 
cubic inches, and could easily be concealed 
in an overcoat pocket or in the folds of a 
wom an’s dress. 
The Tower officials believe a woman de­ 
posited the dynam ite in the building. 
The 
police some tim e ago bad reason to believe 
that a woman was constantly passing hack 
and forth between America and England 
for the purpose of im porting dynam ite. .She 
was frequently watched, hut evidence suf­ 
ficient to w arrant her arrest was never ob­ 
tained. 
STILI. IN CUSTODY. 
L o n d o n . January 25tli.—It is learned that 
the m ysterious Irishm an, who is described 
bv the police as Cunningham , alias Dal­ 
ton. alias Gilbert, and who was arrested at 
the Tower yesterday on suspicion of having 
been concerned in the explosion at that 
place, has not been released, but is still de­ 
tained in the ’W hitechapel police station. 
The guard in front of the station has been 
doubled,in consequence of the gathering of 
an enorm ous crowd of excited citizens in 
I.emar street, in the vicinity of the station. 
Loud curses and ominous tiireats are con­ 
tinually heard, and there is no doubt a des­ 
perate attem pt would he m ade to lynch the 
prisoner if it were not for the presence of 
the police and m ilitary. Cunningham will 
lie arraigned in the Police Court in W hite­ 
chapel road to-morrow m orning. 


DENOUNCED 
FROM 
THE CATHOLIC PULriT. 


L o n d o n , January 25th.—The Canon of 
the Catholic cathedral at Plym outh, in iiis 
sermon to-day, denounced the London out­ 
rages yesterday as the work of American 
emissaries, whose object 
evidently was 
m urder. 


EXCITEMENT ABROAD— EVIDENCE Of DIABOL­ 
ICAL CRUELTY. 
L o n d o n , January 25th.—The explosions 
yesterday caused the greatest excitement in 
Berlin. Vienna, Rome and Paris. 
The Seu-s says editorially : The damage 
to the Parliam ent building by the explo­ 
sions is so slight, as compared with what 
was intended, that tiie attem pt m ay he 
looked upon as a failure. The choosing of 
Saturday, when the place was filled with 
innocent sight seers, is evidence of dial"*l- 
ical cruelty. 
There can be no doubt that 
the dynam iters, if caught, can be lawfully 
hanged on the ground ol high treason in 
levying war against their sovereign. 
It be­ 
comes a serious question w hether England 
will not join w ith Russia and Prussia in an 
extradition treaty. Even in America,where 
the greatest jealousy in relation to such a 
question has always existed, steps have been 
taken in the right direction.

INTELLIGENCE. 


\V ¡..NT t o I n v e s tig a te .— H ealth Officer 
Ferral, accompanied by veterinary Cutter, 
went out yesterday to the northern limits 
of the city to investigate as to the truth of 
a report that a m an nam ed (íeorge Deckel, 
living there, was in the habit of procuring 
dogs from the Poundm aster, killing them 
and feeding them to his hogs, and that he 
also used dead horses, etc., as hog leed. 
H e was found to reside on north D street, 
between Eighteenth and Twentieth, on 
land rented from J. Bauquier. There is 
not m uch soil above water there, as Mr. 
Bauquier has dug it out and sold it for the 
purpose of grading in the city, expecting 
the river to (ill up the excavations with 
sediment every season. Deckel’s hogs were 
in pens, ami lie declared that he fed them 
on corn and swill, and not on dogs. The 
place had a strong “ pigpenny ” smell, but 
not the stench of decaying flesh. Near the 
water, not far from the house, were por­ 
tions of the carcases of two dogs, and the 
skeleton of 
a 
horse, 
which 
Deckel 
declared were washed there by the high 
water. 
H e adm itted that lie obtained 
dogs 
from 
the 
Poundmaster, 
killed 
and skinned them and boiled the re­ 
mains as food for his 
chickens. 
H e 
asserted that he did not encourage any one 
to bring dead anim als—horses or anything 
else—there, and did not w ant them to. 
Some tim e snice parties who had under­ 
taken to haul a dead horse from the city to 
a proper place for burial got as far as his 
''ra n c h ,” hut were unable to go further, 
and the horse was buried there in a way 
that would avoid offense, 
lie promised to 
clean his place thoroughly, in accordance 
with the Health Officer’s instructions. The 
latter then w ent to the ranch of Jam es 
Cornell, between A and North D streets, 
and found him raising a num ber of hogs, 
which he seemed to be feeding on proper 
food. 
On being interrogated as to w hether 
he did not know that he was violating the 
ordinance relative to keeping hogs within 
the city limits, he intim ated that, though 
lie m ight be violating th e letter of the law, 
lie was not the ~pirit, as he did not think 
the law was m eant to prohibit the raising 
of hogs in sneh an out of the way locality 
where no harm was being done; if it was, 
then John Rider and others were also to 
blame. 
He did not believe any one ever 
had occasion to find fault with iris place as 
a nuisance, hut the sm ell front Deckel's 
place was at times exceedingly had, espe­ 
cially when he was boiling anim als. The 
H ealth Officer will report to the Board of 
H ealth w hat he saw, and receive their in­ 
structions.

The State Board of Education resumed 
the consideration of the text-book question 
Saturday morning. 
Professor Allen was 
not ready to discuss the go tgraphy question 
until he had heard from the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral on the questions propounded the 
latter officer. The professor offered a reso­ 
lution. which was deferred for future con­ 
sideration, setting forth that when the 
edition of any hook is published, the Slate 
Board shall fix the price at which the hook 
shall he sold, and that the cost of the edi­ 
tion shall he the price of production, 50 per 
cent, of cost of copyright and 121 per cent, 
of the total added, to defray t lie cost of dis­ 
tribution. He was of the < .¡•inion that the 
Board should have the right to furnish 
books to dealers at 12 per cent, less than 
the price fixed, reserving the right, how­ 
ever, to fill all orders directly from the 
State printing office.

Governor Stoneman offered the following 
resolution which was filed for future con­ 
sideration : 
Eeeohcd, T hat th e Board m ay enter into a tou- 
truet after due notice, with responsible carriers, 
for distributing th e text-hooks after they are 
prepared and ready for delivery by the Board. 
Superintendent Weleker offered the fol­ 
lowing :

I HE SUBJECT. 


T lie M e t h o d s C o n t e m p l a t e d Tor D e ­ 
t e r m i n i n g W a t e r R i g h t s a n d 
C o n t r o l l i n g t h e i r E x e r c i s e . 


T here is no subject before th e L egislature 
o f greater im portance th an th a t o f deter­ 
m ining an d adjusting ex istin g claim s a n d 
rig h ts for use o f w ater for irrigation p u r­ 
poses thro u g h o u t th e .State, and none th a t 
w ill require m ore legislative w isdom an d 
sag acity to satisfy th e conflicting view s as 
to w hat is needed an d w hat is right, a n d to 
establish a system w hich shall be founded 
upon equity an d resu lt in th e greatest 
prosperity to th e State. 
F iv e hills have 
been introduced in to the L egislature upon 
th e subject. 
T hese w ere prepared by the 
com m ittee appointed by th e C onventions 
h eld upon th e subject d u rin g th e past sea­ 
son. 
\V. S. G reen, editor o f th e Colusa 
Sun. being a m em ber o f th e com m ittee, an d 
in th e city in connection w ith th e proposed 
legislation, w as interview ed yesterday and 
gave th e follow ing statem ent, w hich gives a 
com prehensive idea of the present status ol 
th e subject.

to 1 - an d 1 o'clock each night. 
T he co n ­ 
flicting interests w ere so harm onized an d 
com prom ised as to perm it a unanim ous re­ 
p o r t; an d so w ell did the C onvention re­ 
ceive th e report th a t it w as adopted u n an i­ 
m ously am id a tu m u lt o f cheering.

one felt th a t th e c inflicting interests w hich 
prevented legislation in th ep ast h ad been so 
h arm onized th at th e m easures to be pre 
sented to th e L egislature w ere sure to be en­ 
acted into law s.

In 
every phase o f th e preparation o f th e hills 
th e principles set fo rth a t th e F resno Con­ 
vention w ere carefully kept in view. 


TH E COMMITTEE REPRESENTS £ 2 0 0 .0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , 
O r m ore, invested already in irrigation 
w orks, an d in lands, orchards, vineyards, 
a n d o th er im provem ents, dependent entire­ 
ly o n irrigation. 
E very m em ber o f the 
com m ittee, except m yself, represents, and 
is in constant correspondence w ith those 
interested in som e phase o f .the irrigation 
problem , and if th e hills pass, the present 
y ear w ill see th e inauguration o f an enter­ 
prise to w ater 4ÓU square m iles of lan d in 
th e Sacram ento valley. 
T he com m ittee 
cannot, o f course, claim th at its w ork is 
perfect, and, as you will see, it has provided 
for a thorough system o f accounting for all 
th e w ater tak en out o f any stream , w hich 
w ill be valuable inform ation on w tiieh to 
base future legislation. 
1 feel, how ever, 
th a t th e com m ittee can claim it has had 
b etter o pportunities lor know ing th e w ants 
o f th e people in th is behalf, and lias be­ 
stow ed m ore labor 0:1 th e w ork th an any 
o th er n u m b er o f m en th a t have com e to­ 
gether for this purpose in C alifornia, having 
devoted a t ¡east a m o n th 's continuous tim e 
to it. as a com m ittee, all th e m em bers of 
w hich have resided for m any years in sec­ 
tions oi tiie State entirely dependent upon 
irrigation, being practica! irrigators th em ­ 
selves, w hile I m yself have devoted th irty 
years o f study to th e subject. 
T here are tw o bills of som e length in the 
batch. 
O ne of them is for th e adjudication 
o f w ater right:— such as is recom m ended 
by th e State Engineer. 
T he present law

A n o th er bill of one lin e repeals Section 
1422 o f th e Civil Code. 
T h is 
section 
w inds u p th e ch ap ter o n w ater rig h ts w ith 
a declaration th at rip arian rig h ts sh all not 
be affected by th e provisions o f th e chapter. 
No one could ever see w hy such a provision 
w as p u t in th e Code, b u t w ith th e other 
legislation passed 1 do n o t care w hether 
th is section stands o r falis. 
N ext com es th e constitutional am end 
nien t. 
E ach one oí th e bills nam ed above 
stan d s by itself and is independent ot the 
other, and each w ould, if passed, offer som e 
relief, an d it is so w ith th e proposed am en d ­ 
m ent. 
As m any people interested do not 
rem em ber this provision o f th e C onstitu­ 
tion. I w ould suggest th a t you p rin t it 
w ith th e proposed new m atter pointed out.

rt'nrn (if at lenU s u m ¡nr a nt. per annum upon the 
amount'inr< sfed in the construction and maintenance 
of such works. Such ordinances or resolutions 
shall be parsed in the m onth of February

Any hoard or body 
failing to pass th e necessary ordinances or reso­ 
lution.fixing w ater rates,w here necessary,w ithin 
such tim e, shall be subject to perem ptory pro­ 
cess. to comjx l action, at the suit of any party 
interested, and shall be liable to such further 
p rocesas and penalties as the Legislature m ay 
prescribe.

COXCLUI'IXG RF.MARKs. 
O ur w hole w ork has been one o f com ­ 
prom ise an d concession. 
W ith all of ¡t 
adopted th e authorities of an irrigation dis­ 
trict elected bv th e consum ers could fix the 
price o f w ater. 
T hey can also, under th e 
provisions o f our district bill, have th e 
works o f an y corporation condem ned, an d 
take th em lor tin use o f th e d istrict; and 
these things being considered, th e com ­ 
m ittee th o u g h t it nothing m ore th an ju st to 
fix a lim it to th e pow er o f th e consum ers 
to regulate the price. 
A great deal o f cap­ 
ital has been invested in irrigation works, 
and it now feels insecure, anti tens o f 
m illions m ore o f capital will be needed in 
the next lew vears, even if tile district
